There are Letters by this Mail trom Stockholm with 
Advice, that on the 16ch ult. O. S. the Malter of the

been refolv’d in the Secret Committee, to ftop one half 
of the Salaries of Placemen towards the Charges of the 
War. 

The Report of an Aé&tion in Silefia, between the 
Queen of Hungary's Troops and thofe of Pruilia, is 
contradicted, but a Battle was foon expected ; for the 
Auttrian Army, under the Velt-marfhal de Neuperg, 
confilting of 11 Regiments of Foot, 6 of Cuiratiiers, 
5 of Dragoons, and 5 of Huffars, after two painful 
Days March from Olmutz in Moravia, over high Hills 
cover'd with Snow, arriv’@ the zoth ult. at Lichten- 
worde near Engelsberg in Siletia ; and after the Asrival 
of the Artillery and Pontons, which are expected every 
Moment, it wasto proceed to Eintidel, which is but 
two Days March from Neils, where they propoted to 
be by Lady-day ; fo that if the Prutlans food théte 
Ground, no doubt but a General AGion would be the 
Confequence. Aa Order is publith’d at Vienna for all 
the Queen's Subjecis and Vaffals m the Service of the 
King of Pruffia, to quit it, on pain of forfeiting their 
Kitates, Honours, and Dignities, and of being put to 
Death if taken. 

On Lady-day laft at Night the Secretary’s Office a 
Hanover, which is contiguous to the King’s Palace, whe 
burnt down fo fuddenly that few Papers of Importance 
could be faved out of the Flames, and the Palace icfelf 
was in fuch danger, that the Furniture was all taken 
out. How it happened is not known, but the Man 
who keeps the next Houle is taken up on Sufpicion. 
It is faid that the 6000 Danes in his Majeity’s Pay are 
actually on the March towards the Elbe. 

The Lord Hyndford, the Britifh Envoy Extraordi- 
nary, arrived the 4th inilant at Utrechc, in his Way 
to Berlin. 

They write from Caffel, that the Princefs Mary is 
again indifpofed. 

M. Rudenfchiold, the Swedifh Minifter at Berlin, 
fet out the 31/t ult. for Sileiia, with a Commiflion to 
the King of Pruilia. 

The Great Duke of Tufcany’s Minifter at Paris has 
prefented a Writing to the Freath Court which is a flat 
Denial of the Con/piracy faid to be form’d againit the 
Perfon of the King of Pruflia. 

They write from Madrid, that they have very con- 
tradi¢tory Reports there relating to what has pais‘d in 
America; that M. Campillo the new Superintendant of 
the Finances is very much in favour with the King and 
Queen ; that the daily Proofs which he gives of his A- 
bility, the Method he has put the Finances in, and his 
Quicknefs in apprehending every thing relating to them, 
have made fome compare him to Don Joleph Parinho, 
whofe Maxims he follows in every thing tending w the 
Welfare of the State; and’tts even reported that he 
will have all the Offices with which that able Minilter 
was veited. 

There’s Advice from Mofcow, that the Biron de Bif- 
marck,who was Lieut. Gen. and Governor of Riga and 
lately banifh’d to Siberia on account of th: Affairs of 
the late Duke of Courland, dy’d a few Days after his 
Arrival in that Country ; and that the Counts Charles 
and Guftavus de Biron were aétually arriv’d at Tobol- 
ska, and lodgd in the Houle of the V:ce Governor.
